PROVISONAL  CONSTITUTION 
OF 

OUR  SOCIETY 


ARTICLE  I 


The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be:  (As  decided  by  letter  ballot  to  the 
members,  mailed  in  Bulletin  Vol.  I,  No.  3. 

ARTICLE  II  Object 

The  purposes  of  this  organization  shall  be  to  promote  and  stimulate  the 
collection  and  study  of  those  numismatic  items  which  are  not  government  specie; 
to  encourage  research  and  literature  in  this  field  and  to  cultivate  fraternal 
collector  relations. 


ARTICLE  III  Membership 


Section  1:  There  shall  be  four  classes  of  membership,  viz:  Regular,  Life,  Honorary 

and  Junior. 


a.  Regular  members  shall  be  those  18  years  of  age  or  over. 

b.  Life  memberships  shall  be  granted  to  those  regular  members  who,  by 
payment  of  a lump  sum  (the  amount  of  which  will  be  determined  later) 
will  be  entitled  to  membership  without  payment  of  dues  thereafter. 

c.  Honorary  memberships  may  be  granted  to  any  person  who,  in  the  judgment 
of  2/3  or  more  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall  have  rendered  a worthy 
service  to  the  Society. 

d.  Junior  memberships  will  be  restricted  to  those  collectors  less  than 
18  years  of  age. 


Section  2:  Regular  Life  and  Junior  members  may  be  admitted  to  memberships  30  days 

after  notification  of  their  application  has  appeared  in  the  society' s 
bulletin,  unless  an  objection  is  filed  by  a member.  In  the  latter 
event,  the  Executive  Board  will  investigate  and  rule  on  the  member- 
ships according  to  rules  it  shall  create. 


Section  3:  Regular  and  Life  members  will  have  voting  rights  in  the  Society.  In 

all  other  matters,  all  classes  of  membership  shall  enjoy  equal  rights. 


Section  4:  Dues  for  regular  members  will  be  $3.00  annually,  payable  in  January. 

Dues  for  Junior  members  will  be  $2.00  annually,  payable  in  January. 
Life  and  Honorary  members  shall  be  assessed  no  dues. 


Section  5:  Membership  in  the  Society  may  be  terminated  by  action  of  the  Executive 

Board  upon  presentation  of  evidence  of  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  aims 
of  the  Society.

ARTICLE  IV  Officers 

The  elective  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  President,  1st  Vice- 
President,  2nd  Vice-President,  General  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and 
seven  board  members. 

The  appointive  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be:  Curator-Historian, 

Librarion,  Legal  Counsel,  Editor,  Assistant  Editors  and  such  other 
officers  as  the  President  may  determine  from  time  to  time. 

Elective  officers  shall  serve  for  a term  of  two  years,  or  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  installed.  Appointive  officers 
shall  serve  for  any  specified  length  of  time,  but  not  to  exceed  the 
term  of  office  of  the  President  appointing  them,  unless  concurred  in 
by  the  successor  President. 

The  five  elective  officers  and  seven  board  members  shall  constitute 
the  Executive  Board. 

The  Treasurer  will  be  bonded. 

Vacancies  will  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  President,  with  the 
appointment  by  the  President,  with  the  approval  of  a majority  of 
the  Executive  Board. 


ARTICLE  V Organization 

The  Society  shall  be  composed  of  individual,  chartered  and  corporate 
members . 

Chartered  members  shall  be  those  regional  organizations  which  (1) 
have  the  same  purposes  as  the  Society.  (2)  require  their  regular 
members  to  hold  concurrent  membership  in  the  Society.  (3)  are 
granted  a permanent,  dues-free  charter  by  action  of  a majority  of 
the  Executive  Board.  Such  chartered  members  shall  be  known  as  Chapters. 

Corporate  members  shall  be  those  bodies  admitted  to  membership  by  the 
same  rules  applying  to  regular  members. 

Chapters  (chartered  members)  shall  appoint  a Delegate  to  attend 
annual  meetings  of  the  Society.  This  Delegate  shall  have  power  to 
vote  proxy  for  all  members  of  his  Chapter  not  in  actual  attendance. 

The  2nd  Vice-President  shall  coordinate  all  matters  pertaining  to 
chartered  and  corporate  members . 


ARTICLE  VI  Duties  of  Officers 

Except  as  specified  herein,  the  duties  of  all  officers  shall  be  those  in- 
herent in  their  titles.  Duties  may  be  further  specified  in  the  By-Laws. 
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ARTICLE  VII  Meetings 


Section  1:  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and  place 

as  designated  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  2:  Meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the 
President,  or  at  the  request  of  any  five  members  of  the  Board,  but  not 
less  often  than  once  per  year. 

Section  3:  Three  offocers  and  forty  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  at  a meeting 

of  the  Society.  Seven  will  constitute  a quorum  at  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Board. 


ARTICLE  VIII  Fees 

There  shall  be  no  fees  levied  other  than  those  prescribed  in  Article  III 

ARTICLE  IX  Amendments  and  Elections 

Section  1:  These  articles  may  be  amended  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  those  present 

at  any  regular  meeting,  provided  that  such  amendments  shall  have  been 
presented  in  writing  at  the  next  preceding  meeting  and  announced  in 
the  Society  bulletin. 

Section  2:  Elective  officers  may  be  elected  by  a majority  of  votes  cast  (including 

proxies  and  mail  ballots)  at  a regular  meeting.  ^ 

ARTICLE  X Enactment 

These  articles  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon  adoption. 

Adoption  shall  be  considered  as  a majority  of  mail  ballots  cast  after  a reasonable 

period  of  notification  in  the  Society's  bulletin.

"EMBOSSED  OR  SHELL  STORE  CARDS" 


by  Ralph  A.  Mitchell;  Compiled  and  Annotated  by  Russell  Rulau

(Fourth  Installment  of  a Series) 

Waldo  C.  Moore,  in  his  "Embossed  Business  Cards  of  Ohio"  (Numismatist,  June 
1941),  states:  "The  shell  card  was  intended  solely  for  advertising  purposes. 

During  the  Reconstruction  following  the  Civil  War  throughout  the  Southland,  history 
has  it  that  the  illiterate  colored  and  the  poor  white  folk  were  constantly  being 
imposed  upon  and  taken  advantage  of  in  many  ways  by  Northern  gentlemen  speculators 
who  worked  their  nefarious  schemes  on  the  innocent  and  unsuspecting.  The  embossed 
advertising  card  was  introduced  in  their  crooked  practices  and  was  passed  on  these 
poor  creatures  as  being  Uncle  Sam's  money,  good  for  all  transactions." 

"Eventually  the  Government  authorities  stopped  the  practice,  but  not  until  the 
poor  of  the  Southland  became  still  poorer  and  were  left  holding  the  empty  bag.  For 
the  short  time  they  were  in  circulation  these  valueless  imitation  gold  and  silver 
pieces  worked  great  havoc  and  hardship." 

Not  knowing  the  source  of  Mr.  Moore's  information,  we  repeat  it  here  verbatim 
to  shed  more  light  on  the  subject  of  the  cards'  actual  usage.  Moore  was  unaware 
of  the  previous  Tilton  listing  when  he  wrote  his  article,  as  nowhere  in  his  article 
does  he  quote  anyone  but  Gray  as  an  authority. 

Max  M.  Schwartz  has  brought  to  our  attention  a further  listing  by  Charles  W. 
Foster  which  indicates  that  the  Tilton  listing  was  known  to  Foster  after  the  publi- 
cation of  his  original  listings.  The  further  listing  adds  a few  more  known  varie- 
ties and  subvarieties,  and  these  will  be  listed,  as  before,  by  "Fr"  . 

Two  further  present-day  collections  have  been  surveyed  and  are  herewith  in- 
cluded. These  belong  to  William  Ross  of  McKeesport,  Pa.,  here  indicated  as  "Ross" 
and  Steven  Bibler  of  Seattle,  Wash.,  here  indicated  as  "B" . We  thank  these 
gentlemen  for  their  assistance.
